the Union Pacific Railroad Company is 
preparing to threw the road into the 
hands of the Government. The bonds 
issued by the Govern moot to aid in the 
construction of the road were issued 
from 1804 to 1869. These bonds were to 
run thutj years with interest at the rate 
of six per cent, per annum. The first 
bands issued will fall due next year, and 
as the company is tonable to meet the 
obligation it was expected that Congress 
vroiild extend the time of payment, as 
recommended 
by the, Commi-jsioaer of 


Railroads. The feeling against the road 
is so bitter that the Seqatora and Repre- 
sentative from Nebraska dtre not vote 
for an t-xtension ot time and it is thought 
the company will throw the railroad into 
the hands ot a receiver and let the Gov- 
ernment mHoaue its affairs.

Company was 


aided bv the Government to the same 
extent as ttu Union Pacific. 
Its ohliga 


tinaa will also become clue from 1894 to 
1899. 
There is no evidence that it in- 


tends tn abandon the road and let the 
Government condpot it; but, supposing 
it did so, what would be the coosi-querjcn 
to Nevudu? The road, main line aucl 
sidetracks, and the company's lands in 
Nevada are valued by the Board oi 
Assessors nt $8.051,170 40.

Patoben of Lincoln has passed tbe Senate: 


WHEKEAS, It Is expedient th*t the wishes 


of the people of this State upon tbe sub- 
ject of the election of United States Sena- 
tors should be nnuuatakably expressed; 
therefore 
The People of the State of Ntvada, repre- 


sented in Senate and Assembly, do enact 
as follows: 
SECTION 1, That thirty days prior to the 


next general Stnta election, tbe Governor 
shall issue bi» proc'amation callirg upon 
the electors to signify at said election 
their will BS to the method of the election 
of United States Senators, by placing upon 
tbe b Hots the words: "For the election 
of United SUtes Senators by tbe direct 
voteot the people, "or tbe words: "Against 
the election of United States Senators by 
tbe direct vote of the people;" end the In- 
spectors and tbe Judges of Election at each 
and every poll in tbe State shall ascertain 
and noakn returns of the number of vot«s 
oast " for tho election of United States 
Senators by the direct vota of the people," 
and the number of votes cast " against tbe 
election of United States Senators by the 
direct vote of the people," In like manner 
as other votes are required to bo counted 
and returned, and an abstract thereof shall 
be transmitted by each County Clerk in 
tbe Slate to the Secretary of State, in tbe 
same manner that votes for State officers 
sre now required to be transmitted.

SALE OF CIQARETTK8. 


A Bill to License the Business. 


Assembly bill No. 37, introduced by Mr. 


Pike, to license tbe sale of cigarettes, is 
virtually prohibitory. 
It reads as follows: 


SECTION 1. Ffrom end after the first 


day of July, A. D. eighteen hundred and 
ninety.three, the quarterly license for the 
sale of cigarettes, oiRarett* paper or cigar- 
ette tobacco shall be one hundred and fifty 
dollars, 


Ssc. 2. Any person, firm, association 


or corporation eugiged in dealing in, sell- 
in?, giving away or offering to a«ll cigar- 
ettes, cigarette paper or cigarette tobacco 
after the first day of July, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-three, shall take out a 
quarterly license provided for in section 
one of this Act. 


SEC. 3. Any -person, firm, agnociution 


or corporation, or the managing agent tf 
uny person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion, violating tbe provisions of this Act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof yhall be fined for each 
and every offense -in any sum not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than five 
hundred dollars. 


SEC. 4. The license provided for in this 


Act ahull be collected end accounted for in 
the same manner as other licenses for State 
and county purposes are now collected.

ent Tboma's report of the management of 
tbe NtVrtda Insane Asylum for tha year 
1892, and not having much to do since, I 
have given it a careful examination with1 


tho result that I am greatly pleased with it. 
aod tsbiog the statements contained as 
being in accord with tbe facts, I am in- 
clined to tbe betit f that tbe State bas at 
least one public official who considers it hia 
doty net only to conduct the affairs of his 
office according to law and tbe best inter- 
ests of the people of tbe State and the 
wards under bis control, but to faithfully 
make known in detail, all and several, tbe 
transactions of the Asylum managnment. 


I think tbe report will answer almost any 


question that any one minbt thiuk to 
ask concerning the treatment and well- 
being of the inmates, as well as the finan- 
cial condition and business management of 
tUe Aaylucn 
and a State 
institution. 


Under appropriate beads the Superintend- 
ent tells of what he found on assuming 
charge two years ago aud tbe change*, re- 
pairs and improvements made since as well 
as tbe cost of each and tbe present con-* 
dition of tbe buildings and land, even 
going so fsr as to fully explain the reasons 
for curtain changes from tbeplsns and sag* 
gestions or orders of ths State Board with 
regard to certain improvements agreed 
upon. Tbe amount and value of farm 
products is carefully itemized witbjthe sug- 
gestion that a large portion of the expense 
of maintaining the Asylum can be saved 
by a judicious management of tbe farming 
industry connected. 
Indeed, the whole 


report leads one to tbe conclusion that tbe 
management 'duly regards" the duty to 
maintain the Anylum at the lowtst oo>t 
possible while giving tbe inmates whole- 
some food, comfortable clothing and kind 
as well as efficient treatment looking to an 
early oure of all mental as well as physical 
maladies. Arid it is particularly notioable 
that ths doctor understands the law in re- 
gard to tbe collection of the expense of 
keeping from those inmates who are not 
indigent*. la short itwoold serin that the 
Superintendent is not only willing, tat 
anxious that tbe people of the State shoald 
be informed of every and all matters ol 
detail connected with tbe management, 
This is refreshing aud io contrast with so 
many of onr publio officials whose acts 
would lead a stranger to believe tney were 
bosses rather than servants or sgents

Expense of the Peary Expedition. 


The total expense of the Peary and the 


Peary relief expeditions was within $25,- 
000, or, approximately, within one-tenth 
of the amonnt that was involved in the 
very much less successful British north 
pole expedition of 1875-6, and barely 
more than one-fortieth of the expense of 
tho AustroHungarian expedition under 
Payer and Weyprecht of 1878-4. 


The contributions of knowledge ob- 


tained in either one of the departments 
of geography or ethnology alone can 
rationally be considered to repay the 
moderate outlay of these two expedi- 
tions, a cost considerably below that 
which in modern times is sometimes paid 
for a painting. 
It <Js interesting to place here by way 


of comparison the cost of previous ex- 
plorations. One of the earliest—that of 
Willoughby—conducted 800 years ago, 
required for its expenditure £6,000; that 
of Moor, in 1746, £10,000; the second 
German north pole expedition was cov- 
ered by an appropiation of 120,000 thalers, 
or £11,000, while the Franklin expedi- 
tion and the various ones sent out to as- 
certain his fate tcr 1854 cost £838,838, or 
over $4,000,000.— Philadelphia Ledger, 


A Ca» Well Bejond Control. 


What is undoubtedly the strongest 


natural gas well ever found in the In- 
diana belt is a roaring monster north of 
Muncie, Ind , which cannot be gotten 
under control. Afewdajs since Wai- 
ley & Spcllacy, contractors, drilled in a 
well on the Spilker farm. Next day it 
was discovered that the pressure had 
raised to an enormous degree, and it has 
since increased until it has become im- 
possible to anchor the well or do any- 
thing with it. It is impossible to force 
a sledge hammer, crowbar or anything 
into the hole, and the gas roars until a 
man's voice cannot be heard within sev- 
eral hundred yards of the well. The 
earth trembles in a frightful manner. 
A great deal of fright is entertained as 
to what the result will be. The well is 
estimated at over 10,000,000 feet, and 
the apparatus used to anchor the mon- 
ster /nmbo well at Fairmount is useless. 
Great caution is being used to prevent 
the gas from becoming ignited.—Cor. 
Chicago Inter Ocean.

Pure Narootte Death. 


Under chloroform, as nnder all anaes- 


thetic rases and vapors, there is a mode 
of deata which may be called the final 
or natural. It need never be produced, 
and never could be except nnder tbe 
most unskillful management, and it ia a 
long time in its progress. When death 
does occur in this manner it is by the 
slow extinction of the natural animal 
zymosis, and is illustrated, as to method, 
perfectly by the simple experiment ot 
gradually extinguishing a candle in • 
confined space by introducing vapor ol 
chloroform into the air. that fills th« 
space. 


It can be illustrated also by the ex- 


periment of stopping ordinary fermenta- 
tion by the presence of chloroform, and 
even by the simpler process of using 
chloroform vapor as a preservative of 
animal tissues from decomposition. AU 
anieatheticsjire open to kill in this man 
ner, bnt that is the safest anesthetic 
which puts out life in no other manner, 
which does not, that is to say, cause 
either of the reflexes of spasmodic char- 
acter during administration.—Asclepiad.
